A FAITHFUL SAYING

"This is a faithful saying, and worthy of all 
acceptation, that Christ Jesus came into the world to 
save sinners, of whom I am chief" (I Tim. 1:15). 

Of all Paul's "faithful sayings," this is perhaps the most 
wonderful, and the one through which most people have 
found the joy of sins forgiven. 

The subject is that "Christ Jesus came into the world to 
save sinners." Why else would Christ have had to leave His 
glory in heaven if it were not, as the Bible says, to come to 
earth in human form to represent us in the payment for sin? 
And, thank God, He paid the full price for the sins of all 
men, for it was not a mere man who died on Calvary's cross. 
So complete was His payment that Paul could exclaim: "He 
came into the world to save sinners, of whom I am chief."

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ALLABOUT 
DISABILITY

Disability is something 
most people do not like to 
think about. But if you’re 
not able to work because you 
have a medical condition 
that is expected to last at 
least one year or result in 
death, you may be able to 
get Social Security disability 
benefits. Here’s what you 
need to know. 

You should apply for 
disability benefits as soon 
as you become disabled. It 
can take months to obtain 
all your medical records and 
process an application for 
disability benefits (three to 
five months, on average). 

Generally, the infor¬ 
mation we need includes: 

• Your Social Security 
number; 

• Your birth or 
baptismal certificate; 

• Names, addresses, 
and phone numbers of 
the doctors, caseworkers, 
hospitals, and clinics that 
took care of you, and dates 
of your visits; 

• Names and dosage 
of all the medicine you take; 

• Medical records 
from your doctors, therapists, 
hospitals, clinics, and 
caseworkers that you already 
have in your possession; 

• Laboratory and test 
results; 

• A summary of where 
you worked and the kind of 
work you did; and 

• A copy of your most 
recent W-2 Form (Wage and 
Tax Statement) or, if you are 
self-employed, your Federal 
tax return for the past year. 

IMPORTANT-Do not 
delay filing for disability 
benefits if you don’t have all 
the above information in your 
possession. Social Security 
will assist you in getting 
the necessary documents, 
including obtaining your 
medical records. 

The fastest and most 
convenient way to apply 
for disability is online at 
www.socialsecurity.gov/ 
applyfordisability. You can 
save your application as you 
go, so you can take a break 
at any time. 

If you prefer, you may 
call our toll-free number, 1- 
800-772-1213, to make an 
appointment to apply at your 
local Social Security office 
or to set up an appointment 
for someone to take your 
application over the phone. 

If you are approved 
for disability benefits, that 
doesn’t mean you’ll never 
return to work. Social 
Security has special rules 
called “work incentives” 
that allow you to test your 
ability to work.

Individuals can live productive lives 


This May is Mental 
Health Awareness Month,

Travel safe and 
smart this summer

Summer is upon us, and 
for many, the season means 
at least one family vacation 
or weekend getaway. Ac¬ 
cording to a 2011 Trip Ad¬ 
visor survey, 90 percent of 
Americans were planning to 
take two or more leisure trips 
within the next year and 24 
percent were planning five 
or more trips. Of those sur¬ 
veyed, 79 percent said they 
plan to spend at least $3,000 
on these vacations. As you 
start planning your next va¬ 
cation, you can take precau¬ 
tions to keep yourself, your 
family and your finances safe 
when you travel. 

Whether you plan your 
own trip or use a travel 
agent, you should watch out 
for travel fraud. Ask friends 
and family for referrals when 
looking for a reputable travel 
agent. When working with an 
agent, always ask about the 
items that are not included in 
the travel package so you can 
plan for those extra expens¬ 
es. Remember that compa¬ 
nies or individuals that cold- 
contact you are often scam 
artists. If it sounds too good 
to be true, it probably is. Us¬ 
ing your credit card to book a 
trip or pay for a travel pack¬ 
age can allow you to dispute 
any scams. 

Many travel agents and 
certain websites may suggest 
that you buy travel insur¬ 
ance. Travel insurance is not 
a requirement, but can pro¬ 
tect you in the event that you 
need to cancel your trip or 
have any unforeseen expens¬ 


es, such as medical problems 
or emergency evacuations, 
while vacationing. In most 
cases, the more risks that are 
covered in a policy, the more 
expensive it is. Take time to 
review your current situation 
and get several quotes on 
prices and policies to deter¬ 
mine whether the coverage 
offered outweighs its cost. 

When packing for a trip, 
remember certain necessi¬ 
ties as airline tickets or con¬ 
firmation, passports, driver’s 
licenses, hotel reservations 
and any prescription medi¬ 
cations. Make sure these 
items are in a place where 
you can easily locate them, 
such as an airplane carry-on 
bag or in a designated spot 
in a car. 

Do your research to 
find a reputable hotel in a 
safe area that will best suit 
your needs. Upon arrival, 
secure any valuable belong¬ 
ings in the hotel’s safe, if 
one is available. Unfortu¬ 
nately thefts do occur in the 
lodging industry, and most 
hotels will only accept re¬ 
sponsibility for items placed 
in their safe. You can mini¬ 
mize your risk of being a 
victim of theft while you’re 
away from your hotel room 
by leaving the television on 
at a level that can be heard 
from outside the room and 
placing a privacy sign on the 
door to give potential thieves 
the idea that someone is in 
the room. Do not put out a 
sign asking for maid service 
as that’s often a sign of an 
unoccupied room.

Free fishing weekend 
provides opportunities 
for youngsters and 
families June 2-3 

Kentucky’s Free Fish¬ 
ing Weekend, which began 
more than 30 years ago, offers 
youngsters and families an op¬ 
portunity to try fishing at no 
cost on June 2-3. 

All anglers, both young¬ 
sters and adults, may fish with¬ 
out a license those two days. 
However, all anglers must still 
observe minimum size limits 
and creel limits. 

At several locations 
around the state, Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife has part¬ 
nered with sportsmen’s clubs, 
parks departments or other 
government agencies to pro¬ 
vide a variety of fishing events 
and activities for new anglers. 

“Beginners can try out 
fishing and get some hands- 
on instruction at the free fish¬ 
ing events that weekend,” said 
Marc Johnson, aquatic educa¬ 
tion administrator for the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “Many 
of the events on department- 
owned waters will be hosted 
by fisheries and law enforce¬ 
ment division employees.” 

Most Kentucky State Re¬ 
sort Parks have fishing poles 
and tackle that is free for 
guests to use. 

The larger of the two fish¬ 
ing lakes at the campus of 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
headquarters in Frankfort will 
receive a special stocking of 
fish for this event. The depart¬ 
ment’s upper lake will receive 
up to 1,200 channel catfish 
weighing 1 to 10 pounds, and 
approximately 20 largemouth 
bass weighing between 2 to 4 
pounds. 

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life headquarters is located off 
U.S.60, approximately 1 mile 
west of Frankfort. 

The large upper lake will 
be closed to all fishing Friday, 
June 1. However, the lake will 
reopen to youth anglers under 
the age of 16 from 5 to 8 p.m. 
that day. The lake will open to 
youth anglers only from 7 to 
11 a.m. Saturday, June 2. After 
11 a.m., the lake will be open 
to all anglers. The smaller 
fishing lake, located closest 
to U.S. 60, will remain open 
to all anglers during daylight 
hours. 

Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 
life employees will be roam¬ 
ing the banks to provide ad¬ 
vice and assistance to anglers. 
“We will have limited fishing 
equipment to loan on Satur¬ 
day morning,” added Johnson. 
“We suggest anglers bring rods 
and reels, if they have them. 
Anglers should also bring bait. 
We recommend redworms and 
wax worms.” 

Anglers squeamish about 
baiting hooks with worms can 
instead use cheese, com, small 
pieces of hot dogs and balls 
of compressed bread to catch 
catfish.

Sports in Kentucky

Memorial Day brought 
Anthony to mind, Man with a 
Plan 


Laughter. 

Anthony had a plan. I had 
was a hunch. Re-up wasn’t for 


Memorial Day. 

Tribute then, albeit belated, 
to veterans who served or are 
serving our country. 

A special salute today to 
heroes. For me, two of them. 

• Green County native 
Sergeant Dakota Meyer, 
America’s newest Congressional 
Medal of Honor winner. What 
valor. (See 60 Minutes, May 
27). 

• And, a man you’ve never 
heard of, but Anthony’s first 
name will do. He remains for 
me a symbol - model for crisp 
sense of duty, clarity of purpose, 
unflappable confidence. 

As it did for you, Memorial 
Day brought to mind moments in 
the military experience that left 
an eternal tattoo on us. Ups and 
downs, day upon day, I enjoyed 
serving our country. The com 
radery and team-ness. 

Anthony was proud of his 
Airman First Class (3) stripes. 
Had to send a photo home 
immediately. 

We were good pals for what 
seems five minutes, all those 
years ago. Here was an arrow 
straight 20-year-old from a tough 
neighborhood in Phoenix who 
skipped the: “this your first pair- 
o-shoes, Kentucky?” question. 

Copper-skinned Anthony 
was ethnic-sensitive and too 
pleasant and gracious for 
stupidity. He had questions about 
Daniel Boone, Abe Lincoln and 
the Kentucky Derby. 

Young man with coal black 
hair, teeth so white, smile so 
perfect, you wanted to punch 
him. He had a soft Mexican 
turn in his English and killer 
personality. Here was a fellow 
comfortable in the moment and 
in his skin too. Confident in 
where he was going. He loved 
his dress blue uniform and 
spit shined his shoes. When he 
polished, Anthony would hum 
the appropriate Elvis Presley 
classic. 

While others hated it, he 
loved marching in base parades, 
clopping along in harmony aaaa 
UP-2-3-4. And, he tried to locate 
himself as near the American flag 
as we marched as possible. 

“I am a career man, man,” he 
would say with pause for effect 
on the second ‘man.’ “Good life, 
man. Goood life. Career. You 
should be one too and re-up, 
Roberto,” he would say. 

“Go now, man, and re-enlist 
We will get promoted to staff 
(Sergeant) together. If you get 
out, man, it is beeg mistake.” 


We reflect more as we 
grow older, don’t we? I can’t 
recount a baseball ball score 
from yesterday, but a decades 
old experience can be clear as a 
drink of water. 

Finally, when winter turned 
to spring back there and time for 
rotation back to USA was short, 
Anthony did his re-enlist routine 
less often. We had come to this 
Life junction from the same 
direction, but were destined for 
different destinations for the 
next stops. One cold and dreary 
April morning we saluted one 
another, Anthony and me, shook 
hands and said good-bye there at 
Mildenhall Air Base near London 
for a flight home. Anthony would 
be leaving a week later, he said. 

“Gonna spend a few days in 
Phoenix with Mom and the kids, 
then go on to California. Get 
ready for my new assignment 
and a promotion,” he said. “I’m 
goin’ to Vet Nim.”

ONE-AND-DONE, 
ANOTHER VIEW 

Peter Keating writes for 
ESPN Magazine. He has an idea 
to “fix the scourge of the one 
and done rule.” NCAA officials 
should consider the National 
Hockey League model. 

“Hockey has a universal 
draft,” Keating points out. “NHL 
teams can pick anybody from 
anywhere who’s 18 to 20 and 
hasn’t already been picked or 
played in the league. Kids don’t 
have to declare for the draft 
as with the NBA.
